Seaborn P. Collins, New Mexico Building 
Contractor, New Chief; Denies Americanism 
Program is 'Blueprint for Vigilante Action'

WASHINGTON tipi— Seaborn P. 
Collins started his new duties as 
national commander of the Ameri­ 
can Legion today with the estab­ 
lishment of a Universal Military 
Training program as his main goal. 
Collins, 41-year-old Las Cruces, 
N.

contractor and 
World War II air transport pilot, 
was elected unanimously at the 
close of the Legion's 36th annual 
convention here late Thursday. 
He pledged his best efforts to 
carry out a convention resolution 
making UMT the No. I item on 
the Legion’s national legislative 
program. 
“ I have become increasingly con­ 
vinced that UMT is the only fair 
and effective way of providing the 
manpower 
to insure 
America’s 
safety in this time of dangerous in­ 
ternational tensions.” Collins said. 
Denies Vigilante Aim 
In a radio broadcast Thursday I 
night, Collins declared that it is 
“ treason” to have “ less than love 
for our country.” 
But he denied 
that the Legion's 
Americanism 
program is a “ blueprint for vigil­ 
ante action.” 
“ It strives only to extend the j 
influence of its preoccupation with 
the welfare of our country to all 
our countrymen,” Collins said.

In addition to again giving UMT 
a strong endorsement, the Legion 
at the final convention session: 
Expressed concern that the Re­ 
publican administration may be re­ 
placing a defense policy of “ mas­ 
sive retaliation” with a diplomatic I 
policy of “ massive appeasem ent.” I 
The administration was urged to ; 
tell Russia and Red China that any ; 
further Communist aggression in ; 
Asia means all-out war with “ wea­ 
pons of our choice.” 
Urges Diplomatic Break 
Urged the administration to “ ser­ 
iously consider” breaking off re­ 
lations with Russia and its Red 
satellites, and pledged Legion ap­ 
proval if such action should be 
deemed necessary. 
Commended the work of anti­ 
communist congressional investi­ 
gating committees, including the 
one headed by Sen Joseph R. Mc­ 
Carthy (R-Wis). 
Reiterated opposition to recogni­ 
tion of Red China or its admission 
to the United Nations.

Charge Killed 
Wife, Faked 
Road Accident 


Hatband Received 
$18,000 Insurance 
Past Ten Years 


RALEIGH, Miss. OP—Ross Haw­ 
kins, 59. who had received $18,000 
in insurance benefits in the past 
IO years, was charged Thursday 
night with beating his recently in­ 
sured wife to death and faking a 
highway accident 
to cover the 
crime. 
Sheriff A. E. Bounds said the 
baldish Hawkins had been charged 
with m urder 
and arson in the 
death of his wife, Jessie, 50, in 
their burning car on a lonely road 
Aug 20. 
The sheriff said Hawkins had col­ 
lected a total of $18,000 insurance 
for his 17-year-old son’s death, a 
fire in Hawkins’ service station 
and for injuries he received when 
he slipped on a banana peel. 
Bounds said Hawkins admitted 
taking out a $41,000 accident pol­ 
icy for himself and his wife a 
month before her death. 
He also had collected $10,750 in­ 
surance benefits on the mysterious 
shotgun death of his son, who was 
killed on a hunting trip, and had 
received more than $7,000 for fire 
dam age and injuries to his fam ­ 
ily during the past IO years, the 
sheriff said. 
Mrs. 
Hawkins was killed just 
after she and Hawkins had return- I 
ed from Bastrop, La., where they i 
placed flowers on the grave of 
their son, Delton, who was killed i 
on a deer hunting trip with his 
father and two other men in 1945. 
After his arrest, Hawkins denied 
the charges and stuck to his story 
that his wife 
died accidentally 
when they had an accident and 
the car caught fire. 
But Bounds said investigating of­ 
ficers found kerosene-soaked dirt 
under the car and nearby a jug 
that 
smelled 
of kerosene in a 
creekbed, 
several 
hundred feet 
from the car, they found a 10- 
pound steel rod, wrapped in ad ­ 
hesive tape and coated with blood. 
A similar roll of tape was found 
in Hawkins’ car, the sheriff said.

PARIS Hr.Pi—Three members of 
Premier Pierre Mendes - France’s 
government resigned today in pro 
fest against his handling of the 
European army treaty plan reject­ 
ed by the National Assembly. 
The three who quit were Justice 
Minister Emile Hughes, Industry 
and Commerce Minister Bourgcs- 
Maunory and Labor Minister Eu 
gene Claudius Petit.
